DD/S&T noted that the Space Intelligence Panel, chaired by Ramo, 
will be here on 28 October. It will assess and comment on the ONE 
memo looking into the question as to whether the Soviets are in com- 
petition with the U. S. Apollo program. 

DD/S&T noted that John Foster, the new DD/R&E in DOD, will 
be coming out today for the first of seven briefings to be given him 
on the Agency and the community. It was agreed that top-flight 
briefings should be given to Foster. 

DD/S&T noted the recent memo from Pat Coyne relaying General 
Taylor's request for a study of disarmament proposals based on 
assumptions that intelligence can guarantee against surprises. DDCI 
advised DD/S&T to prepare a responsive paper and to discuss this 
with DCI rather than undertake a community effort at this time. 

DD/S&T reported that three cruise missiles had been fired 
yesterday in the course of Soviet fall training naval maneuvers. 
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DD/P noted that Lodge's weekly letters to the President get 
no dissemination and that Lodge's commendation of the PAT teams 
will thus not become widely known. 

DD/P reported that he had met with Coyne yesterday to emphasize 
the intelligence capabilities of the census grievance teams. 

DDCI relayed DCI's desire that briefings of Clifford and Coyne 
emphasize the intelligence capacity of various Agency- sponsored 
teams in Vietnam.
